OC CLENDENING until a few mo- 

ments ago was my’ favorite physi- 
cian.

The purport of Mr. Lambert's letter of resignation 
is, we think, that the city administration has prac- 
tically ignored the Technical Committee; that it in- 
trusted fundamental equipment details to local en- 
gineers admittedly without special training and has 
overruled a specially trained committee appointed as 
consulting board of engineers. It is the whole policy 
of the city administration, rather than any individual 
item, that Mr. Lambert has complained of.-- Mayor 
Miller’s duty seems clear. He should step into the 
situation and personally see, first, that an airport 
engineer of proved ability is engaged, and that the 
administration reverse immediately its present policy 
and will henceforth consult and co-operate with 
the Technical Committee.. If such assurance be 
given it may be that Mr. Lambert will withdraw his 
resignation and that, when the job is finished St. 
Louis will have an airport planned, equipped and ap- 
pointed according to the trained aeronautical en- 
gineering and practical experience. 

That is all Mr. Lambert asks. That is the least 
St. Louis should accept.

$3,697,603, of which this city supplied $2,037,282. Yet 
the State denies St. Louis the right to govern herself 
{in such important matters as keeping the peace and 
conducting elections, and in a community which pays 
more than half of the State income tax we have the 
anomalous State police and election commissions. 

There is, of course, no reason for this except the 
political reason that both the Republican and Dem- 
ocratic parties consider it to their advantage to have 
it so. One reason why the city is bankrupt is that 
whether it can afford it or not it is compelled to di- 
vert from its revenues whatevef sums are demanded 
for the Police Department by the State-imposed Police 
Commission. If the Board of Aldermen refuses to 
submit to this tyranny the members are subject to 
prosecution. They must vote the money or go to 
jail. In the last two years they have had to divert 
some $2,000,000 of the municipal revenues to the cost 
of a new police headquarters building. That is one 
of the reasons why the city faces a $1,000,000 deficit 
at the end of the fiscal year in April. The city need- 
ed the new police headquarters, but that is not the 
point. The point is that it is deprived of all dis- 
cretion in such matters.

eral other little difficulties and de- 
fects. The doctor in questioning 
him about his habits found that he 
was in the restaurant business and 


that he drank from 20 to 30 cups 
of coffee a day. He was put 
through the third degree on this 
story, but stuck to it. Think of it! | 
Thirty cups of coffee a day, 
pound of coffee per diem! : 
BUT—were his diseases caused | 
by coffee? There are plenty of 
people who have cataracts who 
have never touched coffee. As for 
blood pressure, Bastedo, an author- 
ity on the action of drugs, says 
that dilatation rather than con- 
traction of e blood vessels oc- 
eurs under its » and blood pres- 
sure is little affected. We will 
have to conclde, therefore, that 
the coffee was not responsible. 
There is no question but that, 
when you come home tired and 
nerve-racked, a nice cup of coffee 
—freshly made and saturating the 
air with its lovely aroma—is very 
nice. But I advise cattion. I do 
not helieve anyone should go as 
far as my friend’s patient. Thirty 
cups are too much. T would not 


recommend more than 20.

in the front, al] the way down at 
the sides and part way up in the 
back. The brim is folded tightly 
at the head, giving a turban-like 
effect. 

Turbans offer the only vxaria- 
tion of felt. They may be of che- 
nille or tricot in all of the smart 
colors, They are tremendously 
popular at present. for they have 
a trick of looking different on each 
person—they bring out the indi- 
viduality of the eyes and the shape 
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A Winter Chili Sauce. 

If your supply or chili sauce has 
become exhausted you can rea:tily 
replace this now with canned to- 
matoes. Use two cans tomat-es 
and add two diced oniona, three 
diced green peppers, two table- 
spoonfuls sugar, one tablespoon 
cinnamon, one teasponful cloves 
and one cu» vinegar. Let these 
ingredients simmer until the juices 
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
